Applicants respectfully submit that presently pending claims 1-10 
may be examined without serious burden on the Examiner, and therefore the 
restriction requirement should be withdrawn. 

Applicants submit that a search for any one of groups I, It and III will 
require searching overlapping areas of groups II, 111 and 1, respectively, or groups 
ill, I and II, respectively. Accordingly, no serious burden exists for all three 
groups of claims to be examined in the same application.
